The advance of 3d. per ton to the 
colliers, and 10 per cent to the other labourers, continued throughout the year, 
thus increasing the cost of working 12001. compared with the previous year, by 
which amount the balance of trading profit would otherwise have increased to 
55921. Since last report roads have been made through the old workings under the 
Lan property, which were abandoned in 1866, and a large quantity of coal of 
extremely good quality has been discovered, the whole expense of which has 
been charged to revenue. A careful revision has been made of the stock and 
plant accounts, and an amount of 6551. 3s. has been written off, with a further 
sum of 2911. 1s. 5d. for bad debts, which the directors believe to be amply suffi- 
cient. After payment of the division of 5 per cent.,as agreed to at the last an- 
nual meeting, there remained a balance of 10447. 16s., which amount, added to 
the balance of profit and loss for the past year, makes a total of 44901. 18s. 6d. 
A division among the shareholders at the rate of 5 per cent. will absorb 25821., 
and leave a balance of 19081. 18s. 6d. to be carried forward to next year’s account. 
A committee of directors visited the colliery in June last, and, after a careful

The CHAIRMAN said it was a gratification to direct the attention 
of the shareholders to the report and balance-sheet. The number 
of tons of coal sold during the past year had exceeded by about 4000 
tons the quantity sold in the previous year. The directors adopted 
the principle of getting the greatest output of coal consistent with a 
fair and moderate price for working. With the view of carrying out 
the principle, the directors have opened up two fresh customers, one 
in Plymouth and the other at Exeter ; the former did not yield re- 
turns which would justify the directors in continuing it, although he 
believed it would be closed without a loss, At Exeter the returns 
were satisfactory, and the directors would continue it, There had 
been an increase of wages, but this was really beyond the directors’ 
control. Had it not been for the increase the amount of net profit 
must have been larger.

UNITED STATES MINING NEWS, 


CALIFORNIA.—At Amador county the miners are quiet, and willing to go 
to work at the following wages:—The men working underground to receive 
$2°50 and $3 per day, and those working on top to receive the wages they were 
getting before the strike. The Shaw claim, 14g mile from Mokelumne Hill, is 
the most extensive mine in Calaveras county, and has ylelded more gold than 
any other, The sluices are 800 feet in length, and to secure the requisite fall 
required a tunnel 400 feet, They are cleaned up twice a year. Owing toa 
scarcity of water the mine is now closed for the season. Bates, Barry and Co. 
have a tunnel 12,009 feet long. They have met with many discouragements and 
difficulties which are now, happily, all overcome, and they are taking out good 
gravel in abundance, A water-blast supplies an abundance of air for ventila- 
tion.—Inyo County: The Los Angeles News says 460 bars silver-lead bullion, 
weighing 38,775 lbs., were received at the depot yesterday from the Unton Works, 
Cerro Gordo district. Beaudry’s furnace was again started up, and In the first 
24 hours run out 114 bars of bulllon. On July 28 there were shipped by Wells, 
Fargo, and Co., three bars of bullion from the Kearsarge, weighing, 2556 ozs. 

NEVADA. ~—The English copper mine, near Galena, is yielding satisfactorily, 
with a promise of becoming a very valuable property; 20 or 30 miners are em- 
ployed.— Washoe: During the last week 624 tons of ore was taken from the Hale 
and Norcross Mine, and 1135 tons from the Savage Miue, the latter assaying 
$29°08 per ton. The June receipts of the Chollar-Potost aggregate $181,500 ; 
Kentuck, $21,700 ; Succor, $11,900. The Lady Bryan mill is in constant opera- 
tion, crushing on the average 23 tons of ore per day. The ore breasts on the 
80 ft. level are of late much improved in appearance, and the ore is now paying 
better than ever before.—-White Pine: Tho International is closed for repatrs. 
The shipments of bullion since the mill got fairly under way nas avoraged 
$10,000 per week. Over 1000 tonsof ore are now at the millawaiting reduction, 
The Stanford mill which had been closed for repairs, was started again on the 

6th inst., with over 1200 tons of ore on hand, and ore is still going to the mill. 
The Gov. Blaisdell, the Beecher Consolidated and Ward Beecher, show marked 
signs of improvement. At Kberhardt the new drift in Prospect shaft shows 
strong indications of soon striking ore. Now holsting ore of same grade as 
mentioned in our last—about $50 per ton. Shipping by tramway daily to Inter- 
national mill about 30 tons. Working 30 men. The tramway ts improving re- 
gularly in its working. South Aurora is shipping ore to the Stanford mill by 
team, but will soon commence by tramway; working 90 mep. 

NEVADA CouNTY.—A fews days since the Seven-Thirty Mine, located about 
4 miles south-west of Grass Valley, had 21 loads of quartz crushed, which 
ylelded $1410, or $210 for each load. The Seven-Thirty is on the same ledge as 
the Bowery. The Tornado ts also in the same vicinity. An 8-stamp crushing 
mill to be run by steam, and to be used to crush coment, has been hauled to the 
ground of the Alta Company No, 3. In about three weeks the mill will be run- 
ning. The mine looks well. Orrand Corns have struck an exceedingly rich 
ledge near South Fork, Eureka township. The ledge is 6 in. wide, and nearly 
one-third gold.—Placer County: The recent rich developments of the several 
mines in the Ophir district have caused considerable excitement among capl- 
talists 2nd mining men, and further developments are still being made. John- 
son and Co. opened a rich ledge near the St. Patrick last week. These three 
men had sunk a shaft some 14 feet when they opened on rock that pays some 
$6 or $7 to the pound; or, if it holds out, about $12,000 to the ton, 

BORAX CRYSTALS.—The Yolo Mail of June 17 says :—** We were shown a box 
of borax crystals from the claim of our townsmen, Willlam Troup and J. V. 
Lewis, situated about forty miles south of Wadsworth, Nevada. The borax 
discovery was made by Mr, Troup some time ago, and now, in company with 
Mr. Lewis, he has located 1280 acres of land, every acre of which they estimate 
will yield 40 tons of the crude material, or about 18 tons of pure borax, which 
is worth about $400 per ton. The sample we saw had been worked in San 
Francisco, where there are refluing works, but we learn the company intend 
erecting reduction works on their claim at once, which will save largely in the 
item of transportation; a fact of which many may not be aware, aud which 
makes a borax mine exceedingly valuable, is that the ground reproduces crop 
aftercrop, and hencetue claim of Messrs. Troup and Lewis is more valuable 
than a gold mine.”’ 

UTAH.—A large amount of bullion presents itself in front of Walker Brothers 
from their mines in Little Cottonwood, Salt Lake. Wood and Co. are receiving 
13 to 25 tons of bullion per day forshipment East. Wells, Fargo, and Co, shipped 
to New York on Sunday last bullion to the value of $7995 from the Meadow Valley 
Works, Pioche. Large quantities of bullion are hourly arriving from the mines, 
and machinery and merchandise are being shipped to them by hundreds of teams, 
Messrs, Seaman and Smalley have disposed of one-half of their mining interests 
in this territory to Warren and Kingsbury, late of Illlonois, for $153,500. The 
property, which is very valuable, seems to have been sold at low figures, but it 
brings to the aid of the operators a couple of business men of great experience and 
enterprise, while it ensures the success of the new company. Col. Warren was 
one of the pioneers of Colorado. A careful estimate places the amount of ore now 
lying on the various dumps of mines on Lyon Hill alone at 6000 tons, awaiting 
the completion of the stamp mills there, The average valine of this aggregate 
amount is not less than $150 per ton. The Sunnyside Mine, lately and rapidly de- 
veloped, is considered not only the best mine of that hill, but of the entire district. 
Its dump now contains 12 tons of 31000 ore, 4 tons of $1500 ore, and 100 tons of $150 
ore. A large number of excellent mines are now idle, waiting for the completion 
of reduction works.—At Bingham Canon there is but very little ore taken out 
compared to what there should be. The following is au assayed value of ore 
from several of the mines here—Buel and Co., $40 per ton, on an average; West 
Jordon, $80 to $250; Watson’s, $30 to $375; Blue Jacket, a copper mine, from 
40 to 80 percent. Juuction, $30; No You Don’t, $60. ‘These mines are not any 
of them down over 125 feet, most of them from 20 to 60, We have assays here 
that go up into the thousands, but that is from selected ore and scarce at that. 

ARIZONA.—The Great Vulture Gold Mine, which is claimed to be the richest 
ever discovered, is located 12 miles from Wickenburg, at which place there is 
no water at the mine, all the rock has to be hauled. The mine was discovered 
about two years ago, and at once attracted universal attention by its extraor- 
dinary richness. A company was formed in New York, and the mine opened. 
They had only got fairly started, however, before they were attacked by the 
Indians, the workmen at the mine killed or driven away, and everything about 
the place burned, There was too much gold in the lead to abandon it, and a 
new force was put towork. Since then, although several skirmishes have oc- 
curred at the mine aud its vicinity, the work has steadily progressed, The 
hauling of the rock from the mine to the mill at Wickenberg is a work of con- 
siderabie peril, notwithstanding the precaution of scuding large traius together, 
and usually accompanied by a guard of soldiers. 

BririsH COLUMBIA.—There is pow uo anxiety felt about the richness of the 
diggings. The whole Peace River country is full of gold, the climate is mild 
and healthful, and communications with the principal points of supply not 
much longer than those of Cariboo: over 700 men have gone up, A telegraph 
line has been opened to the Cariboo mines. The machinery tor the Cariboo 
Mining Company was to have been on the ground by July 10, and the mill ts 
expected to be in operation during August. This mine is thought to be of ex- 
traordinary value—millions is thetalk. ‘The Colonial Government granted the 
company several miles of the creek, and with steam machinery it is belleved 
they have the chance of most brilliant returns. 

COLORADO.—A lot of ore taken from the Dives lode, treated at the Stewart 
Silver-Reducing Works, yielded $365 coin per ton. ‘The Terrible Mine report 
for the last six months is—1]st class ore, 56 tons, at $550 per ton ; 2d class, 235 tons, 
at $110; 3d class, 328 tons, at $50; gross aggregate, $73,000. Expenses, $46,000 ; 
net profits, $27,000—a good showing. ‘The mine has just been placed in good 
working order, is now on its second yearof working,and improving. The Den- 
ver News gives a detailed description of a discovery of some rich silver placer 
diggings near the mountain village of Georgetown, The discoverers took out 
from $1000 to $1500 in three weeks. ‘There is a great rush to the new locality, 
which is now known as “ Silver Patch Diggings.’’ Large boulders of rich mine- 
ral are sometimes found, weighing from 50 lbs, to (the largest) 432 |bs., and as- 
saying from $1500 to $2000 per ton. Three valuable lodes have already been 
found,—Scientiyic Press (San Francisco), 








GOLD MINING IN AUSTRALIA,—The Melbourne Correspondent of 
the Times (June 17) says—** The marked prosperity of several of our gold flelds, 
of which I have made wention iu receut letters, still continues. The new dig- 
gings at Stockyard Creek, in South Gipps Laud, have increased in population 
during the last few weeks from 250 to upwards of 1000s0uls. The work Is prinel- 
pally in quartz, aud there can be little doubt that the miners are as yet unly on 
one end of an auriferous range of hills extending over very many miles. The 
last week’s report of the Argus correspondent at Sandhurst (Bendigo), reprinted 
in this morning's issue, is as follows:—* Another week of great prosperity has 
been witnessed in this district, not only in the matter of business in the share 
market, but in the prospects of Claims inallpartsof thisgold field. The amount 
of money changing hauds is, indeed, heavier than ever known previously in the 
annals of Bendigo, The return of gold purchased for the past month is above 
the usual weekly average, and should the last week’s yleld have happened to 
have been included, the average would have come close up to 6000 ozs, a week. 
As it is we have obtained 5243 ozs. 3 dwts. | gr., or a total for the four weeks of 
20,972 ozs. 12 dwts. 4 grs., of a value of about 45,000/., and this must undoubtedly 
be increased, as several of the southern claims on the Garden gully, not pre- 
viously yielding gold, are now on the rich stuff, aud will be furnishing some very 
large returns.’ ‘hus far the correspondent on the present facts and prospects 
of Sandhurst. I have myself seen in the outskirts of the same township, aciaim 
which after having been worked by its German owner, a Mr. Ballerstedt, tor a 
period of over 18 years, yielding asplendid annual return, was sold a few weeks 
back to another ‘ lucky digger’ for 30,0001. cash. The seller having made out of 
his small fissure of grouud—for very small it appeared to the eye—a very haad- 
some fortune, resolved to return to his native country, and so ‘ cleared out’ for 
the pleasant consideration above mentioned,”’ 





SULPHURIC ACID,—The invention of Mr, D, H. Lowry, Runcorn, 
consists in introducing a current of atmospheric air into all or any portion of 
the chambers, tunnel, and towers, and in some cases into the burners or any 
part thereof, by the aid of a jet or jets of steam, for the purpose of oxydising 
and thereby securing a large saving of the nitrate of soda. ‘The currents of at- 
mospheric air are introduced into the chambers, tunnels, towers, and burners 
by means of trumpet-mouthed openings, having a jet of steam issuing froma 
small pipe in the centre of theorifice. Lhe open end of the steam pipe may be 
alittle in the front of trumpet-mouthed opening, or it may project inwards, 
Theeffecc of this arrangement Is that a current of atmospheric air rushes through 
the orifice into the chamber or other portion of the apparatus to which it may 
be applied,

This end referred to Is at the 15, and the elvan 
being soft and full of rich branches of tin, s0 that the men are getting fair 
wages in 25s, per fathom, We are carrying the level 6 ft, wide and 6 ft. high, 
for a tram togothrough. The elvan here is 12 fms, wide, and we are working 
it open to the 15 underhand, similar to a railway cutting, having the tram- 
wagons bronght in at the 15, At different points I have what we call a shoot. 
These shoots are holes about 3 ft. by 2 ft., and communicate up to the open 
stopes, and the trams boing brought in under are filled in a moment. We do 
not useany shovels in filling the trams. You must calculate we do it quick, as 
I have let to the men this last three months to raise tram, &c., right into the 
stamps at 4d, per tram (about 15 cwts.), and 25s, per ton for tin, and the men 
have earned fair wages, 80 that they are interested in both tin and trams. I 
find this plan answers best. The present point of operations is 40 fms, east of 
the engine-shaft, and I have proved the elvan 30 fms, further east still rich for 
tin; this making it 70 fms. in length, and there ts no doubt but {It still goesffur- 
ther east. Nota foot of th!s rich tin ground has been'taken away at the 25,80 
that the supply of rich work for the stamps from this level will be immense. 
am pleased to say that your prospects are very good, from which I feel confi- 
dent that your profits will greatly increase. All the machinery is working well, 
and the mine opening far better thau I reported at the onset. The last sale of 
tin realised 851.

15: We continue to drive the 45, west of Taylor’s shaft, 
with two men; the lode is 1 yard wide, composed principally of clay-slate, veins 
of spar, and spots of copper ore, In the same level we have six men driving on 
the caunter lode about 20 fathoms west of Taylor's shaft, and at times we mect 
with stones of lead ore of a fair quality. We have been expecting tocut a north 
joint or wall, but up to the present we have not done so, and as we are meeting 
with stones of lead ore at intervals, we do not Hketo abandon it without a further 
trial. We have eight men stoping in the bottom of the 45 between Taylor’s and 
the engine-shaft; the lode is falling off in value as wo sink ; the present value 
of the lode is from 12 to 15 cwts, of lead ore per fathom. The stope in the back 
of this level, 60 fathoms eastJof the drawing shaft, and worked by four men, 
will yleld on an average from 8 to 10 cwts. of lead ore per fathom.

REMARKS,—This week has not been marked by any startling event 
occurring in our market, and the position of most metals is unaltered. 
Present appearances indicate undisturbed quietude for awhile, but 
at the same time steadiness in quotations generally, Political, finan- 
cial, and agricultural affairs continue to assume a very promising 
aspect, and with so satisfactory and favourable a combination of cir- 
cumstances a most salutary influence must necessarily be exercised upon com- 
mercial matters. With these encouraging prospects there is every reason for 
congratulation ; and although at the moment our market is lacking animation, 
yet there will probably be ere long a flourishing business doing in all metals, 
which will, doubtless, be accompanied with a higher and more remunerative 
ee es in such commodities as have not already attained their proper 
standard. 

CopPpER.—The demand keeps limited, but prices are comparatively 
unaffected. By some it is thought, because the market happens to 
remain stationary for a time, prices are sure to recede ; this, however, 
does not seem likely will take place, as there are no signs of weak- 
ness, but, on the contrary, much firmness continues to be displayed. 
The largest holders are fully confirmed in their opinion that it is a 
mere question of time, and that not very distant, when no difficulty will be ex- 
perienced in realising even better than presént prices, and decline selling unless 
full rates are obtained. A few lots in the hands of outsiders occasionally are 
met with on easy terms, but these parcels do not affect the stability of the mar- 
ket, as it is not buoyed up by any illegitimate speculation, nor in any fictitious 
manner. The main cause which led to the great depreciation in the value of 
this metal has now for some time past been gradually declining, or in other 
words, for the last year and a half a considerable reduction, amounting to se- 
veral thousand tons, has taken place in the supplies from Chili, and it is only 
reasonable to anticipate that in proportion to the continued decrease the price 
will again recover in part its former altitude, 

Iron.—The tendency of prices is to advance, and the time will not 
be long deferred before a fixed rise takes place. There has been a 
very good demand for some time past, especially for pigs and rails, 
which show a considerable improvement in value, and requirements 
are becoming more general, so that not only are the Welsh, Middles- 
borough, and Scotch districts sufficiently employed, but the Stafford- 
shire houses are getting a fair share of business, and the men are not backward 
in seizing the opportunity for demanding an increase of wages; the hot wea- 
ther makes them loth to work at the mills, and they would much prefer devot- 
ing their time to field work. This being the case, it is evident unless the mas- 
ters come to terms there will probably be a strike; the Staffordshire districts 
are thereby greatly agitated, and many of the works decline accepting any orders 
with fixed delivery, preferring to wait the settlement of affairs before entering 
into fresh engagements: in the meantime such sellers who will accept orders 
are getting enhanced prices, and fully anticipate a fixed advance in course of a 
week or two. There is also more enquiry for Swedish iron of Indian specifica- 
tion; the market is now clear of all that was offering a little below current 
rates, and the importers are buyers at 91, 15s. ex ship, or 101, landed. The price 
of Swedish iron in Sweden is better, and assortments are getting scarce; the 
prospects are decidedly favourable, the principal supplies have come forward, 
and what follows will meet with ready sale at 91. 153. to 91. 17s. 6d. ex ship, and 
perhaps even more, In Scotch pigs a large business continues to be transacted, 
and the fluctuations in the price unimportant, the settling of speculative ac- 
counts being the chtef cause of variation. ‘Che trade is inso satisfactory a state 
that makers have no apprehension about prices : the shipping and consumptive 
demand alone is able to give support to quotations without the aid of specula- 
tion, the only benefit derived from such operations being a rather quicker sale 
made the statistics of stocks and shipments compare extremely well. Consump- 
tion seems to keep pace in every respect with production, 

LEAD.—There is no alteration to notice concerning the position of 
this metal. The demand is moderate, and prices are steady. 

SPELTER.—The holders of foreign appear to have been too san- 
guine in looking for so much higher prices, the French demand as 
yet being not so large as calculated upon, prices consequently con- 
tinue easy ; 100 tons of zinc, sold by public auction, realised 227. to 
22/.

T1IN.—The amount of business doing is limited; buyers are not in- 
clined to come forward, and, on the other hand, sellers are not anxi- 
ous to press sales, The market, therefore, assumes a very quiet and 
inanimate appearance ; sellers of English would not refuse 1/, per 
ton below fixed rates, and if in stock to give quick delivery. The 
reports from Holland state the markets there to be “ very quiet.”

OUR COAL SUPPLY. 


We by no means shared in the alarm raised a few years ago as to 
the exhaustion of our coal fields, and which led to the appointment 
of the Commission, some of the résults of which have recently been 
given to the public. When the outcry was first made we ventured to 
predict that the data on which the calculations of some very eminent 
men were based were too speculative, and not to be relied upon. The 
report of the Commission, therefore, is so far satisfactory, showing, as 
it does, that the coal at the workable depth of 4000 feet is consider- 
ably greater than was anticipated, and we have no doubt that the 
tonnage given will fall very far short of what will be the actual re- 
sults. It has been taken for granted that the decline of England’s 
greatness will date from the time when she ceases to be able to pro- 
duce an almost unlimited quantity of coal, and the probable time is 
given when we shall be in that in position, assuming that the increase 
will go on in the same ratio it has done during the last few years. 
But, before coming to such a conclusion, rare there not many matters 
to be taken into consideration? Will Science stand still, and the 
genious of mechanism be altogether stayed for the next 300 or 400 
years? or isit an absolute fact that coal will not be worked at a much 
greater depth than 4000 feet? Now, there is no doubt even at the 
present time there is every appearance that some new motive-power 
will be introduced capable of greatly lessening the demand for coal. 
Indeed, it is even now said that fluid gas of ammonia, when sub- 
jected to a heat of 60° Fahr., turns into a vapour which produces a 
pressure of 60 Ibs, to the square inch, At the present time also, at 
some of the collieries at Yorkshire, coal is being got by machinery, 
the motive-power being compressed air, According to Mr. HurD, of 
Wakefield, who is now extensively engaged in the production of air- 
compressing machinery, 5 lbs. of steam will produce something like 
20 lbs. power of compressed air. Tere, then, is the means for effect- 
ing 2 very large saving in fuel, were such necessary, But there is 
apparently no necessity for economy, and in nearly all parts of the 
kingdom collieries are being opened out, and new customers are being 
sought for in all directions, 
As to the limit of 4000 feet, when it is assumed that the tempe- 
rature in a coal mine at such a depth would be something like 120°, 
it does not follow that means for ventilating at greater depths will not 
be found out. Atthe present time the deepest mine in the kingdom 
is the Rosebridge, near to Wigan, which is 2430 feet deep, whilst 
the colliery Des Viviers, near Charleroi, is 2820 feet deep ; and another 
one in the same district has been sunk to more than 3400 feet in 
depth. No doubt at those great depths the density of the coal in- 
creases, but not to such an extent as to prove beyond the power of 
manual skill or mechanical contrivance to work. In working some 
of the coal machines at present in use it has been found that with 
the air at a pressure of 45 Ibs. to the square inch the reduction in the 
temperature in the neighbourhood of the machine was fully 5°, and 
this could be increased considerably, The air that came from the 
machine, unlike the ordinary air in a mine, which had to traverse a 
long length of passages, was brought pure and fresh from above 
ground, That the limit of 4000 feet will, therefore, be exceeded, 
and that very considerably, may be safely inferred, not only from the 
above facts relating to ventilation, which is the great essential in 


mining operations, but from what may be expected from the progress 


of science and mechanical genius, In 40 years we have increased 


our locomotive power from 10 miles an hour to over 60, and there is 


no halting place for science, for it may be said that the end of it 
will never be reached, 

Were it necessary many proofs could be adduced showing even at 
the present time that there are many appliances which could be sub- 
stituted for coal, and no doubt will ultimately be adopted, In Lon- 
don alone the quantity of coal required for gas-making purposes is 
more than 1,000,000 tons annually, fully one-sixth of all that is im- 
ported by rail and water, 
will not be substituted for that of ordinary gas? Does not the magne- 
sian wire produce a light of extraordinary brilliancy, and is there 
not petroleum capable of being utilised for almost any purpose in- 
stead of coal? Therefore,in one way alone, in gas, fully one-seventh 
of all the coal raised could be saved if necessary, and probably will be. 

Another point is worthy of consideration, and indeed is all-import- 
ant—that is, is it at all probable that the consumption of coal will 
increase at the rate it has done? About one-tenth of all the coal 


raised is exported, but for some years it has been almost stationary ; 
for whilst we sent away, in 1867, 10,565,829 tons, in 1868 it had only 
increased 10,967,062 tons, and had fallen in 1869 to 10,744,945 tons, 


The increase in the consumption during the last three years, it is ap- 
parent, was owing to the home consumption and the improvement 
in our manufactures, and the increased production of pig-iron, 

But, going a little further, we may state that our future prosperity 
does not depend so much on our being able to maintain our coal- 
producing power to an almost unlimited extent as many persons might 
be led to suppose. When the matter was mooted in Parliament, be- 
fore the appointing of the Commission, Mr, SAMUELSON stated that 
whil.t in 1865 about 30,000,000 tons of coal were used in the produc- 
tion of articles of which we exported to foreign countries only to the 
value of 9,000,0002,; but 3,000,000 tons of coal were used in the ma- 
nufacture of our textile fabrics, and of which we exported to the 
value of 96,000,0002. 


With the above facts in view there does not appear to be much room 


for fear as to the future of England, or that her downfall as a great

DEEP COAL MINING. 


The Committee of the Royal Coal Commission appointed to enquire 

as to the depth at which it may be possible to work coal have collected 

a large amount of valuable information, but whether the conclusions 

they have drawn therefrom will be generally accepted as justifiable 

may be an open question, The Committee are of opinion that the 

depth to which coal mines may hereafter extend depends upon human 

endurance of high temperatures, and upon the possibility of reducing 

the temperature of the air in contact with the heated strata; but it 

has been urged against this view that the evidence of uniform increase 

of temperature is not confirmed—indeed, is rather contradicted—by 

the observations actually made, and that the rate of increase is so 

much affected by accidental circumstances that we can no more strike 

an average af any practical value than we can, by taking an average 

of the depths of all the collieries in Great Britain, determine the depth 

at which a seam of coal will be cut by a shaft sunk ia the church- 

yard at Barnsley, 

Probably the greatest distance from the earth’s surface yet seen 
is in the Mont Cenis tunnel, and here it is incontestibly proved that 

the difference in temperature is considerably less than theory would 

lead us to expect, and our knowledge with regard to the reduction 

of temperature by ventilation is equally unsatisfactory. In one case 

it is observed that there is a reduction due to ventilation from 83° to 
70°, or 16 per cent., and in another case the difference is hardly ap- 

preciable. Again, Mr, LINDSAY WooD states that the air discharged 

from a pneumatic coal-cutting machine is reduced in the act of es- 
caping to 7° below freezing, and that one such machine will reduce 
the whole body of air flowing past a working face by 1°, which proves 
at least that itis possible to bring artificial means to bear to reduce 
the alleged normal temperature, which would otherwise prevent suc- 

cessful working. A series of experiments have been made by Sir 
WM. ARMSTRONG for ascertaining the rapidity with which the air 
would, probably, become heated in passing through the levels, but 
as india-rubber tubing was used to represent the levels, and hot water 
to represent the heated strata, the results cannot be regarded as so 
reliable as could be wished, 

It is gratifying to find that the possible depth from which coal 

can be worked does not appear to be limited by any consideration of 
a mechanical nature; that as regards pumping it seems to be anes- 
tablished fact, as far at least as experience has yet gone, that water 
is seldom, if ever, met with in large quantities at great depths in the 
British coal fields, and that deep mines do not appear to be more 
liable to inflammable gas than shallow mines, It is only reason- 
able to expect that the air wherewith the mine is ventilated would 
be warmed in passing through the several levels, and that in hot 
pits this heating would be more rapid, yet Mr. HULL shows that even 
here the increase is not uniform even in the same colliery—that 
alluded to in the report is the Rosebridge. In the first 1500 yards 
the increase of temperature averaged 1° in 115 yards, in the sueceed- 
ing 900 yards 1° in 300 yards, and in the next 740 yards 1° in every 
210 yards travelled, so that air which had travelled 3140 yards 
through a mine was 193° hotter than when it started. But before 
any value can be attached to these figures much collateral informa- 
tion is required ; at leastit must be shown that the increase is really 
due to heat derived from the strata, and not to that arising from the 
increased temperature of the air in the pit caused by the respiration 
of the human beings employed in it, and the lamps or candles used. 
It might not, perhaps, be justifiable to say that the observations have 
been carelessly made, but it seems that too often a theory is adopted, 
and that forever thenceforward the observer seeks to show that his 
observations verify his theory, instead of attempting to modify his 
theory to adapt it to his more extensive observations. 

Direct evidence upon such a question as that which the Committee 
has had to investigate was, of course, unattainable, but there can be 
little doubt that they were perfectly justified in assuming that at 
least 4000 ft, could be reached, and that all beyond that must be left 
an open question, owing to the insufficiency of the evidence at hand, 
and the certainty that as difficulties from deep mining arise the most 
strenuous efforts will be made to overcome them, These views, con- 
sidered in conjunction with the knowledge that in all previous time 
substitutes have readily been found upon the failure of articles sup- 
posed to be of first necessity, should suffice to satisfy the most scep- 
tical that our store of coal is not at presentin such a state as to cause 
any misgivings for our commercial prosperity through its failure. 





INDIAN RAILWAYS—THE FUEL QUESTION, 


The Indian Government has at present done comparatively little 
with its State railways, but now that the weighty question of the 
gauge has been at last settled, operations may be expected to be com- 
menced in earnest, The gauge selected is the French metre, or a 
trifle under 40 in., and it is expected that on this gauge lines can be 
carried out with much greater cheapness, and consequently with 
much better results to the Indian Treasury, The estimates for the 
Carnatic Railway, on the broad and narrow gauge systems, made by 
Mr, C. DOUGLAS Fox, the consulting engineer to the Carnatic Rail- 
way Company, show a saving of 1700/. per mile in favour of the 
lightersystem, The same capital would thus make 112 miles of line 
ona 5ft,6in, gauge, or 151 miles of line on a3 ft. 3in, gauge. 
When once the Indian Exchequer can obtain a reasonable return 
upon its outlay inthe matter of railway construction, we may depend 
upon there being no want of energy in its operations, and in that 
case the home iron trade will be substantially benefited. On the 
other hand, the confusion which will be occasioned in traffic arrange- 
ments by the introduction of another gauge into India is a matter 
not to be overlooked. Light rails and light rolling-stock are also 
obviously unsuited for heavy traffic. But however this may be, the 
Indian Government, after weighing the advantages and disadvan- 
tages attending the change, has resolved that the new gauge shall be 
adopted for the Punjaub Northern and Indus Valley lines, as well as 
for the Rajpootana and Indore Railways. 

The fuel question is, or course, an important one in connection 
with the future working of Indian railways, and it seems probable 
that native coal will soon be more extensively used. The coal from 
the Nerbudda fields is at length, it would seem, likely to be avail- 
able for the railways of Central India, A tramway from the pits to 
the Great Indian Peninsula Railway is now being laid down, and the 
railway company has engaged to take a certain quantity of the coal 
monthly at a fixed price, Sanguine hopes are also entertained with 
respect to the Chanda coal fields, specimens from which have been 
favourably reported on after experiments with them, The mines 
are situated to the south of the Nagpore branch of the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway, and a line is being laid down by the Govern- 
ment, with the main object of obtaining a good supply of fuel from 
this source. By these arrangements a considerable reduction will, 
it is hoped, be shortly effected in the working charges of the loco- 
motive department of the Great Indian Peninsula system, and the 
net profit will, of course, be proportionately increased, At pre- 
sent the expenses of the locomotive departments of the Great 
Indian Peninsula and the Bombay, Baroda, and Central India Rail- 
ways are 22°33d, and 23°05d. per train mile respectively, while those 
of the Madras and the Great Southern of India Railways are 15°45d. 
and 15°57d. per train mile respectively. A regular system has been 
organised in the Madras Presidency for the purpose of obtain- 
ing an adequate supply of wood fuel for railway requirements, 
It has been estimated that nearly 100 square miles will be required 
to meet the demand ; and measures have been taken by the Forest 
Department for marking out 26 miles in the district of Cuddapah, 
North Arcot, Salem, and Coimbatoor, to be used for the cultivation 
of trees suitable for railway fuel. Similar measures have also been 
adopted in Scinde and the Punjaub, as the Indian authorities are 
fully convinced that lighter rails and cheap fuel are the great gua- 
rantees of the future economic success of Indian railways, which 
have thus far been little more than costly and unremunerative ex- 


Indian Government, 

The Endian railway interest has been a most valuable customer to 
the mechanical trades of the mother country for the last fifteen op 
twenty years. Without saying anything at present as to the hea 
outlay made for the rails laid down upon the Indian lines, the ex. 
penditure for rolling stock and engines incurred by each company to 
the close of 1870 was as follows :—East Indian, 3,450,000/.; Great In. 
dian Peninsula, 2,727,3667.; Madras, 1,048,084/.; Bombay, Barodg 
and Central India, 1,079,037/.; Scinde, Punjaub, and Delhi, 1,218,4477' 
Great Southern of India, 133,835/7.; Eastern Bengal, 292,785/. ; Oude 
and Rohileund, 117,3802.; and Carnatic, 12,0637. To put the matter 
in another light, it may be added that in the 21] years ending with 
1870 inclusive the aggregate amount expended in Great Britain for 
Indian railways was 37,542,7002. As gratitude has generally an eye 
to the future, the British iron trade and other British industries nq. 
turally look for still more employment on Indian account, 








THE COLLIERS’ STRIKE IN SOUTH WALES, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL, 


S1r,—At a meeting held to-day, at the Royal Hotel, Cardiff, a de. 
putation, consisting of nineteen colliers, representing the majority 
of the workmen on strike, had an interview with the masters, and 
after discussing the differences in dispute, the deputation made an 
amended offer to submit those differences to arbitration, but they 
desired to alter the basis upon which such arbitration should be 
effected :—“ That the rates of wages shall be governed by the rates 
paid for similar descriptions of work at all the other collieries gt 
which steam coal is raised in Monmouthshire and South Wales,” 
The masters agreed to accept this proposition, and the deputation 
withdrew, after undertaking tosee their fellow-workmen, with a view 
to gaining their consent to the proposition made on their behalf, 
The meeting was adjourned till Friday next, at 9°30 A.M, 
Cardiff, Aug, 15, ALEXANDER DALZIEL, Secretary,

At a mass meeting of the miners, held on Thursday, on Aberaman 
Mountain, arbitration was accepted by the men, on the terms agreed 
to on Tuesday at the meeting of masters and a deputation from the 
miners.

livered addresses in favour of the acceptance of arbitration. It may 
now be considered that the strike is virtually at an end, as final ar.

THE ExPorT CoAL TRADE,—The exports of coal from the United 
Kingdom in July were on a very considerable scale, having amounted 
in that month to 1,126,901 tons, against 1,067,516 tons in July, 1870, 
and 1,069,185 tons in July, 1869. The shipments to Germany were 
very large, having amounted to 248,812 tons, against 129,497 tons, 
and 211,444 tons respectively. France took 167,651 tons of our 
coal in July, against 197,560 tons in July, 1870, and 176,812 tons in 
July, 1869, The aggregate exports of coal from the United King. 
dom to July 31 this year were 6,836,868 tons, against 6,699,973 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1870, and 5,921,223 tons in the cor. 
responding period of 1869, In these totals Germany figured for 
1,343,246 tons, 986,814 tons, and 973,189 tons respectively; and 
France, for 1,042,109 tons, 1,412,797 tons, and 1,177,240 tons respec. 
tively. Our coal exports have increased this year to Russia, Swe. 
den, Denmark, Germany, Holland, Brazil, and British India ; but 
they have decreased to France, Spain, and Italy. The value of the 
coal exported in July was 535,8837., against 505,176. in July, 1870, 
and 496,869/, in July, 1869; and for the seven months ending July 31 
this year 3,271,775/., against 3,185,4082, in the corresponding period 
of 1870, and 2,836,136/7, in the corresponding period of 1869, 














































































THE ANGLO-FRENCH COMMERCIAL TREATY.—An important and 
interesting articleon “the Commercial Treaty and English Statistics,” 
by Mr, THEOPHILE PERGELINE, has just been published in La 
Houille, the organ of the metallurgical interests in France, The 
writer incontestibly proves the enormous advantages which the in- 
telligence and foresight of the ex-Emperor conferred upon the in. 
dusrtrial interests of his country by concluding the commercial treaty 
with England. Mr. PERGELINE shows that whilst in 1856, under the 
protectionist system, France exported to England 259,000,000 frs, 
worth of merchandise, England sent to France no less than 
261,000,000 frs. worth, being a difference of 2,000,000 frs, against 
France; whilst under the system of free trade, which NAPOLEOoy III, 
inaugurated, the transactions have always been in favour of France, 
although, from the vastly increased trade both ways, England has 
little to complain of, In 1867 England bought 843,000,000 frs, worth 
of French goods, and sold to France 575,000,000 frs. worth, the ad- 
vantage to France being 268,000,000 frs. In 1868 England bought 
847,000,000 frs. worth, and sold 588,000,000 frs. worth, the advan- 
tage to France being 259,000,000 frs, And in 1869 England bought 
838,000,000 frs. worth, and sold 582,000,000 frs, worth, the advantage 
to France being 256,000,000 frs. In the face of such facts, it is not 
surprising that those connected with French industry should long for 
a return to the imperial regime, or, as Mr, PERGELINE expresses it, 
to entrust “the elaboration of organic laws to an assembly better 
instructed as to the true aspirations and wants of the country,” 





THE Misstna LINK IN BRITISH RAILWAYS.—A missing link in 
our network of iron roads is about to be supplied by the projected 
Girvan and Portpatrick Junction Railway. The great importance 
of this short line of 30 miles to Glasgow and Belfast is obvious, and 
needs no comment. The line will be a continuation of the Glasgow 
and South-Western at Girvan, through the rich agricultural valley 
of the Luce into the Portpatrick line, somewhere near Glenluce, and 
on to Stranraer, whence a connection will be made by steamer with Belfast, 
Larne, and Donaghadee. From Glasgow to Stranraer, either by the Caledonial 
or the Glasgow and South-Western Railway, is about 167 miles, and the time 
occupied about eight hours; by the projected line the distance will be shortened 
to 98 miles, and the time to three hours. To be able tosave 69 miles and neatly 
five bours, with a corresponding diminution of cost of transit in communica 
tion with these two important cities, with their teeming neighbourhoods, a 
tracts to this project most favourable consideration. From Stranraer to Belfast 
will be but 24 hours’ steaming, with part of that time in the quiet waters of 
Loch Ryan.

NEW CHLORIDISING PROCESS FOR SILVER ORES, 


An ingenious method of roasting and chloridising silver ores in a 
and without stirring, the invention of Mr. Crosby, has been 
successfully tried in Colorado, The process may be referred to that 
f coking in square ovens, and is equally simple. The ore chamber 
. of oblong form, 10 ft. long, 7 feet wide, and 10 feet deep, and has 
= erforated floor made of bricks or tiles, with 2-in, holes, about 7 in, 
Sat doors are provided on each side of the chamber for drawing 
Yo charge. Underneath the perforated floor are fire-boxes, the flues 
of which are made to pass under the floor of the chamber. Round 
wooden 2-in, poles are placed upright in the perforations in the 
pottom, and held in place by wire or light hoop-iron, passing across 
the top of the chamber. These being in position, and the side doors 
closed, the furnace is ready for charging. : oss 
The ore to be treated is prepared by mixing with it about 10 Ibs. 
to the ton of cut straw, hay, or other fibrous vegetable material, with 
the necessary quantity of brine, the whole being moist enough to 
ack well. When the chamber has been charged by shovelling in 
the mass around and among the poles, the poles are withdrawn and 
a slow fire applied beneath. The flame and heat pass under the ore 
chamber, and thence upwards through the ore by means of the open- 
ings left by the removal of the poles, The moisture is rapidly ex- 
pelled, and the flame then attacks the straw incorporated with the 
charge. As this burns out innumerable little flues are formed, which 
not only lead the flame through every particle of the mass, but form 
avenues for the escape of sulphur and other volatile matters, A 
charge of 40 tons of ore can be treated in from 48 to 60 hours, and 
the consumption of fuel is from one-eighth to one-tenth of a cord of 
wood for each ton of ore. 
The cost of a 40-ton furnace will vary from 3507. to 5002, in the 
Western States, and in use it is extremely economical ; it is claimed 
that it provides a way for the treatment of low grade ores that can- 
not be profitably handled by any other method ; as the ore must be 
wet when put into the furnace, it can be used by either dry or wet 
crushing mills, the latter being at no expense for drying ore ; whilst 
the furnace may be made of either brick, or stone requires no power,

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


August 17.—The Iron Trade of North Staffordshire is in fairly 
sustained activity, but since the hot weather set in the puddlers and 
other ironworkers have not been so steadily employed as heretofore, 
and some delay in the completion of orders has been the consequence. 
Last week, in addition to the hot weather, the “ wakes”’ at Stoke 
largely interfered with industrial operations throughout the whole 
district. Coal is in fair request for manufacturing purposes, but the 
demand for household consumption is naturally quiet. Lron ores are 
in very satisfactory request at improving quotations, 

In the South Staffordshire district the Coal Trade is only mode- 
rately active, the demand for gas and house coal being quiet, as usual 
at this season. The consumption of fuel in the forges and factories 
of the district is, however, sufficiently large to maintain a tolerable 
steadiness in quotations, There is great demand for ironstone at im- 
proving prices. The Pig-iron Trade is in a very healthy state, all the makers 
being well sold for the quarter, and new contracts for forward delivery can only 
be placed at firmer rates. There is every probability that a substantial advance 
in the price of this description of iron will be established next quarter. ‘I'he de- 
mand tor finished iron is steadily maintained ; best bars, sheets, gas strip, nail- 
rods, angles, and boiler-plates being especially in request. The hot weather con- 
tinues to interfere a good deal with the operations of the puddlers and other 
classes of ironworkers, and this is all the more serious because of the compara- 
tive scarcity of labour in the market just now. The agitation for increased 
wages, to which reference is made in a subsequent paragraph, is exciting a good 
deal of interest and some anxiety in the district, and there is much speculation 
as to the course which will be taken in the matter by the Ironmasters’ Associa- 
tion. The estate of Mr. Simencourt, of the Lanesfield Works, Bilston, shows 
liabilities 12,117/., and assets (including property selzed at the works by credi- 
tors) 41647. The creditors have resolved upon a liquidation of the estate, under 
a committee of inspection, with Mr. Harrison as trustee. Mr. Charles H. Onions, 
of Brettell Lane Ironworks, has been served with a petition in bankruptey at 
the instance of Mr. J. Roper, of Dudley. The works and property of the bank- 
rupt have been seized by the officers of the court. The mills and forges on the 
Wolverbamption side of the district have been partially idle this week in con- 
sequence of the annual races in that town.

The weather has become so intensely hot that the men at the forges 
and mills find it impossible to work, All the producers of “marked” 
iron continue to command the list rates—common bars at the works, 
82.; best bars, 92.; sheets, 97. 103, ; doubles, 11/.; nail sheets, 92. ; 
latten, 122. 10s.; boiler-plates, 97. 103.; rods, 82. ; hoops, 92. ; gas 
strip, 81. 10s.; and all other sorts in proportion, For the last two or three 
weeks orders for all descriptions of finished iron from the North of Europe, 
Australia, the United States, aud from several other foreign markets have been 
received. The effect of this flow of orders from so many quarters simultane- 
ously was shown by the increasing activity observable all over the district be- 
fore the hot weather set in, the effect of which has up to the present been to put 
a stop, or nearly so, to all operatious, as the men have been unable to work, 
and by this suspension the quantity of pig-tron may be slightly increased, still 
the stocks of this description of iron are lower than they have been for years, 
and from the comparative scarcity of coal and ironstone must so contiuue. At 
the foundries business is remarkably brisk; all the large houses have an acecu- 
mulation of orders, and in the smal! castings there is more being done, In some 
parts of the district meetings have been held by the ironworkers advocating a 
rise of wages, but on the west side of Dudley the men are quiet, and there seems 
to be no disposition on their part to move in the matter. The intense heat of 
the weather has put a stop to the movement for a time, but there seems some 
reason to believe that when the men get into work again the question of an ad- 
vance will be revived. There continues a good demand for Thick coal, and the 
weekly output islarge. The merchants in the Midland Counties are making 
preparations to increase their stocks for winter, as there will no doubt be some 
difficulty in getting their supplies. The pits have been kept at work pretty 
well, notwithstanding the aitered condition of the weather. The statements 
again put forth that a limited Ilability company has taken to the Corbyn’'s 
Hall forges and mills are incorrect.

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


August 17,—The Iron and Coal Trades of Derbyshire have under- 
gone no change worth noting during the week, There is a large 
production of pig-iron, not only in the northern part of the county, 
but also at the extensure establishments between Alfreton and Stan- 
ton, in Notts, The probabilty is that the out-put of late has been 
greater than ever it has been, whilst an increase is sure to take place. 
The demand appears to be fully equal to the supply, no small por- 
tion of what is made, both cold and hot blast, being sent to Shef- 





vantage of facilities for transport of produce by the Erewash Canal, 
and by the new line which ts to join the Midland linc at Ambergate. The ca- 
pital is fixed at 20,0007., in shares of 5l. each. Mr. J. G. Kimpton, of Derby, a 
gentleman enjoying a high reputation as a mining engineer, has reported fa- 
vourably upon the property, and the directors are gentlemen of considerable 
local influence. 

The neighbourhood of Rotherham is being opened out by new 
works, which will give increased importance to the district, foremost amongst 
them being the Phenix Direct Steel Works, where Bessemer steel will be produced 
on an extensive scale. At Parkgate a moderate business is done in rails, whilst 
the plate-mill is doing well. In thesame locality the foundries are doing rather 
more than of late in stove and light castings, and the brassworks are well em- 
ployed. At Chapeltown and Thorncliffe the works of the well-known firm of 
Newton, Chambers, and Co, are doing a very good business in gas and water- 
pipes and apparatus, and also In stoves, grates, palisadings, gates, and the 
builders’ ornamental castings, for which there is a rapidly increasing demand. 
The collleries in connection with the works are being fully worked, a consider- 
able tonnage of Silkstones being forwarded to London and the Seuth for gas 
and other purposes, The coal trade generally, so far as relates to South York- 
shire, continues in a healthy state, although there ts no great activity in house- 
hold qualities, still for the time of the year the business was never known to be 
anything equal to what it is at present. Steam coal is in brisk request for the 
principal Yorkshire ports, whilst the trade with London in thesame description 
is good. Engine fuel, gas-nuts, and coke are in very fair demand, and most of 
the collieries are able to keep their men in full time. 





REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND.

In the future there ts every prospect of a brisk 
demand beihg kept up, as the consumption is extensive in most directions, and 
there are virtually no stocksin buyers’ hands, Makers, therefore, show an evi- 
dent disposition to keep their books tolerably clear during the quarter, with a 
view of improving their chaace of ralsing the standard of quotations obtatned, 
it being perfectly clear that the ruling prices for finished tron are far too low, 
considering the advance taking place in the ratea for raw materials. The rall 
mills are chicfly employed in specifications for the United States and Canada, 
both tron and steel rails being in extensive request for those countries. Thera 
are also appreciable orders under way for some of the European markets. Indla 
is becoming an important customer for plates, and the usual clearances of plates 
and bridgework are being made to South America. Bars are tn request for the 
Greek and Turkish markets. With regard to home business, there Is scarcely 
anything new to bs reported. There isa slight lull in the enquiry, which will 
probably continue some little time, On the whole, the trade is progressing, 
and the next quarter ts likely to witness further improvement. The Tin-Plate 
Works continue as actively employed in all parts of the district as the weather 
will permit. Fresh orders flow into makers as fast as the old ones are worked 
off. There are comparatively few complaints heard tn regard to prices, 

The prospects of the Steam Coal Trade are somewhat more hopeful, 

there being at last some probability of a termination of the unfor- 
tunate strike, Seeing the hopelessness of the struggle, and perceiv- 
ing that the masters were able without difficulty to obtain fresh 
hands from other districts, the colliers have at last given way, and 
agreed to submit the matters in dispute to arbitration, the terms 
being nominally different but practically the same as those offered 
by their employers at the very commencement of the strike. Delegates from 
about twenty collieries bad an interview with the masters, at Cardiff, on Tues-

The exports of Manufactured Iron have been exceptionally heavy 
during the week, especially in machinery and cast goods, merchant 
iron ranking second in importance, Plates, slabs, and other kinds 
of ship iron, continue in demand for shipbuilders’ requirements, The 
rather easy way buyers were treating makers during the last few 
weeks has been quickened into life by the advancing price of pigs 
during the last two or three days, and there is now a more free ten- 
dering for forward delivery, but without specifications, there being 
as yet no new increased demand for immediate delivery. The buy- 
ing forward is, of course, in anticipation of an advance being im- 
minent, but none has yet been declared, Tramway iron is being en- 
quired for in this market, and offers for the construction of tramways 
through and diverging from the city, and up through the mineral 
districts of Bothwell, Hamilton, and Wishaw, These lines will in- 
volve a considerable present and prospective consumption of iron for 
their make andup keep. The ironmoulders in the Maryhill district 
are organising an agitation against the “percentage ” system, having 
long objected to this mode of payment. 

An important meeting of the representatives of engineering firms 
in various parts of England and Scotland has been held privately 
with the masters of Newcastle and Gateshead, whose hands are on 
strike. We understand it was arranged that a General Association 
of Engineers should be formed, which would include the whole 
kingdom. This association would, besides assisting firms whose 
men had struck, aid in resisting further combinations of the men, or 
render them neugatory by importing hands from other quarters, and 
seeing them well protected and cared for, The meeting was large 
and influential, and pretty unanimous in their findings. 

The Coal Trade continues active, with a large foreign, coastwise, 
and local demand, The smelters and malleable iron manufactures 
we also large consumes, but the latter finding best dross of use in 
some departments where coal was formerly used have became con- 
sumers of that article, and best dross is now up to 3s, a ton ; coals 
unchanged in price. The total shipments of coals for the week 
amounted to 42,597 tons, against the decreased total of 31,852 tons 
in the corresponding week of 1870, 

A short time ago a meeting (private) of the leading miners of the 
various districts was held here, to talk over and suggest the best 
means of securing an advance of wages. It was thought that the 
large demand and the prosperous state of the iron trade justified the 
colliers in craving an advance of 6d. per day on their wages, but it 
has failed at Maryhill, the masters being quite resolute in refusing the advance. 
In Fifeshire the miners, after striking for an advance, at the instigation of some 
of their stump orators, are breaking down and returning to their work. In 
these circumstances it was reported at a meeting “ that several of the Mulsedge 
miners had returned to work without the sanction of the Union, thus breaking 
faith with their fellow-workmen. Ou therecommendation of the central board, 
which was concurred in by Mr, McDonald, who addressed the meeting, it was 
agreed that the rest of the miners should resume work, and also that an effort 
should be made with the view of publicly prosecuting blacklegs for obtaining 
money from the Union on false pretences! They were on strike when they got 
the money from the Union, but they were not surely bound to remain on strike 
till released by the Union, or for ever. 

At the close of last week we had a visit from Mr. C. R. M. Talbot, 
M.P. for Glamorganshire, who inspected the vessels being built by Simons and 
Co., of Renfrew, for the South Wales Atlantic Steamship Company, a company 
recently formed for the purpose of running a line of steamers between Cardiff 
and New York, and in which the Marquis of Bute, Mr. Talbot, and other in- 
fluential gentlemen have a deep interest. 





THE ENGINEERING TRADES OF GLASGOW, 


CENTRE STREET ENGINE-WORKS—MEssrs, JOHN ELDER AND Co, 
—This immense establishment is entirely devoted to marine en- 
gineering, and its history during the last fifteen years or thereby is 
to a large extent the history of a memorable period in connection 
with steam navigation, for during that time the triumphs of the 
firm have been of such a character that they have materially as- 
sisted to gain for Clyde marine engineering a position which no 
other seat of this industry can lay claim to, The establishment 
under notice has attained in a very brief period a world-wide cele- 
brity, and a foremost place amongst the many great workshops of 
Glasgow. Itshistory dates from the year 1834, when {t was began by Mr. Charies 


works fruit trees and gooseberry bushes had to be rooted out, and for a good 
while after the business was commenced a large saugh, or wiliow tree, continued 
to spread its umbrageous arms almost entirely across Centre-street. Mr. Ran- 
dolph’s first engine-shop was 60 feet long by 40 feet wide, and extended about 
one-third of the distance through to Dale-street, the machinery being driven by 
a little engine of 3-horse power. If we are not mistaken, the first order was 
some copying presses for a w2ll-known citizen, Mr. James Lumsden, father of 
the ex-Lord Provost, Sir James Lumsden. In the course of a few months the 
firm of Randolph aud Co. was joined by a relative, Mr. R. 8S. Cunliff, a very 
estimable gentleman ; and in the year 1839 the firm became Randolph, Elliot, 
and Co., when Mr. John Elliot entered as a partner, in which capacity he con- 
tinued till his death in 1842. Both Mr. Randolph and Mr. Elliot were eminently 
skilful and practical engineers, much of their skill being acquired, doubtless, 
during their sojourn in £ngland, and by taking service with Fairbairn and 
Lillie, in Manchester, and other well-known firms. 

The Centre-street business gradually extended, and in course of time became 
one of great importance in its own pecullar line, which was mill-wright en- 
gineering. The firm executed a vast number of contracts in the lapse of years, 
fitting up the appliances for directing and conveying power tn spinning mills, 
weaving mills, paper mills, ganpowder mills, and almost every sort of establish- 
ment in which steam or water power was required; and Mr. Randolph in time 
became one of the most successful millwrights in Scotland. In the year 1852 
Mr. John Elder was taken into partnership, and the firm then became Randolph, 
Elder, and Co, Mr. Elder had received an excellent schooling as a marine en- 
gincer under his father, who was for many years the manager of Messrs, Napter’s 
works at Lancefield ; and soon after the partnership the firm began to build 
marine engines, the first being a pair of side lever engines, which were fitted 
into the William M‘Cormick, a vessel which was built by Messrs. Stephen and 
Sons, for the Liverpool and Londonderry trade, The next pair of engines built 
in Centre-street were of the type patented by the firm, and known as compound; 
they were supplied to the steamer Brandon, in 1854, Steamship owners dis- 
played a marked indisposition to adopt the new form of engines, and it was 
with great difficulty that they could persuade themselves that all other forms 
of mariue engines must ultimately give placetothem. By-and-bye a large mass 
of stubborn facts was accumulated, which proved most indisputably that in 
point of speed and economy of fuel nothing could compare with the compound 
engines, and now almost every marine engineer on the Clyde builds engines of 
the same class, The firm found it desirable to take up the business of shipbuild- 
ing also, and in course of time Napier’s old yard at Govan Ferry was taken ; 
but in of two or three years this was found tobe too small, and hence arose that 
establishment at Fairfield, which has now become the most gigantic of the sort 
in the whole world. “To speak of it in detail would take us from Centre-street, 
to which we now return, 

About 12 or 14 years ago a most destructive fire occurred at the works in Centre- 
street. Great extensions and reconstructions of the works were rendered neces- 
sary, and Mr. Randolph has the credit of designing a workshop of great extent 
aud convenience inside, while the outside in Dale-street and King-street is one 
of the most imposing pieces of street architecture that can be seen anywhere, and 
quite in keeping with the ponderous pieces of machinery that make their exit 
through its gates. From time to time extensions of the premises were made, 
but it was soon deemed desirable to erect extensive engine works at Fairfield, 
as the business progressed so rapidly when the success of the compound-enginues 
was at last achieved and admitted both by the trade and by shipowners. Three 
years ago, the senior partners, Messrs. Randolph and Cuuliff, retired, and Mr, 
Elder was left sole partner, with a business so gigantic as to be equailed by, per- 
haps, only one or two other firms in Scotland. Unfortunately, that eminent 
marine engineer and naval architect lived but little more than a year after the 
change in the firm. He died in early prime—tooearly, perhaps, for engineering 
sclence, but not before he had made for himself a distinguished and lasting re- 
putation. It may be remembered that the whole community, as well as hts pro- 
fessional brethren, mourned his loss, and that a public funeral was accorded to 
him, The business ts carried on with allits old energy and enterprise by a firm 
consisting of three gentlemen, one of whom had for a number of years been the 
chief manager of the works. 

Besides the engine-works proper, in Ceutre-street, where between 800 and 900 
workpeople are employed, there is the boiler yard, which ts also in Tradeston, 
aud ts so large that it occupies almost the whole of the area which is bounded 
by Dale-strect, West-street, Wallace-street, and Nelson-street. This part of the 
works gives employment to 350 persons or thereby, about one-half of whom are 
skilled workmen, including rivetters, caulkers, platers, &c., the wages of whom 
vary from 23s, up to 32s. per week. There is no piece-work. Notwithstanding 
the great extent both of the botler-yard and the works in Centre-street, they are 
much too sinall for the necessities of the firm, and therefore a large amount of 
boiler-makiug and engineering is also done at Fairfield, where doubtless the 
whole of the works will ultimately be concentrated. 

At the time of our visit to the boiler-yard there were in hands no fewer than 
seven sets of boilers, in addition to four sets at Fairfleld. Some of them are 
of immense size and weight. Taken along with their superheaters, some of 
these marine doilers are most complicated iu structure, and require great skill 
on the part of those who make them, 

The immense extent of the business carried on by the firm of John Elder and 
Co. may be Judged of by the following statistical facts, Ata recent ** numbering 
of the hosts’’ there were about 5500 hands employed by the firm, disposed in 
something like the following mauner—engine works, Centre-street, 865; boiler 
yard, Dale-street, 350; ship-yard, Fairfield, 3820; engine works and boiler yard, 
Fairfield, 465=550). 

For that army of workmen, and for the weekly wage class only, the money 
required at an ordinary fortnightly pay is well nigh 11,000/.; in other words, 
it may be said that taking them overhead—youths and adults, skilled and un- 
skilled workmen —11, per week is about the average wages, 

Thecompound engines of the Cente-street firm have for some years been much 
in request for the Royal Navy as well as for the mercantile marine; and a 
number of contracts for engines alone have been executed for the Admiralty 
from time to time by the firm, the vessels being built either In Royal dockyards 
or in private yards, Taking all the engines ouilt and building by the firm, 
their total nowinal horse-power is 33,32); aud the vessels built by the firm, to- 
gether with those in hands, give a total tonnage of 150,862 tons! These facts 
are so startling that we say nothing further about them, but leave them in their 
naked simplicity, for our readers to ponder upon. 


MARINE ENGINE WoRKS, SCOTLAND STREET—Messrs, JAMES 

ILOWDEN AND COMPANY,—It fully nine years since Messrs. J. Howden and Co, 
begun business as marine engineers in the well-known engine works at the 
corner of West-street and Scotland-street, and on the north side of the latter, 
The firm ts comparatively a young one, but its reputation already stands very 
high on account of the character of the work turned out of the establishment, 
Mr. Howden had previously been for some time engaged in the same branch of 
business, and made compound high and low pressure engines twelve years ago 
on a system devised and patented by himself. The chief peculiarities of Mr. 
Ilowden’s system is that the steam {s passed direct from the high pressure to the 
low pressure cylinder without the intervention of a receiver, and without having 
to fillany space whatever, During the last four years scarcely any other but 
compound engines have been built by the firm, aud the recorded results of the 
working of those engines show them to have been singularly successful, both as 
regards speed and economy of fuel. In oneinstance they were substituted for 
the original engines of a steamer of 1000 tons, which could only steam from 6 to 
6% knots per hour on a consumption of 14 cwts. of coal per hour, while the mean 
rate of speed of four trials after the compound engines were put in it was 10°31 
knots per hour, the consumption of coal being reduced to exactly 5 cwts. per 
hour, In another instance the consumption of coal was barely 1°3 lbs, per indi- 
cated horse-power per hour, and the speed over the whole distance from the 
Clyde to the Mersey was at the rate of 10°62 knots per hour, 
Messrs. Howden and Co. do no actual shipbuilding, but they in most cases 
contract for the whole vessel and engines complete, other firms on the Clyde exe- 
cuting the shipbuilding work proper. The highest engine number yet reached 
is 76; the numbers of the engines actually in hand six years ago were 18 and 19, 
Amongst their customers Messrs. Howden and Company include various Clyde 
firms, the British India Steam Navigation Co., the Netherland India Steam 
Navigation Co. (for whom they have in hands just now the engines of two ves- 
sels), Leith firs, Aberdeen firms, London firms, &c. For Messrs. Stephen and 
Sons they have in hands three paddle steamers, each of 300-horse power en- 
gines, for an American company to carry the Brazilian mail. To another firm 
they have supplied no fewer than six vessels for the China and Japan trade, 
They at preseut engaged on a contract to supply a vessel to the Aberdeen, Leith, 
and Clyde Shipping Co., the coaditions of which, as regards speed and consump- 
tion of fuel, are most severe 

The system upon which Messrs. Howden and Co. construct the boilers for 
their engines is deemed to be quite a specialty of their business, It is the solid 
welding and flanging system, no rivets being used next the fires. Messrs. How- 
den and Co. were the first firm to adopt it in this country for marine boilers, and 
they adhere to it in every case, and have all their appliances made to suit it. 
Inasmuch as every inside plate is made of first quality of Lowmoor iron it is 
necessarily an expeusive system. It gives a superior boiler, but it is necessary, 
however, that the plates to be welded be planed and fitted with almost mathe- 
matical accuracy. 

Owing to their busiess having of late increased very greatly Messrs, Howden 
and Co, bave been so much pressed for room, that they have had to build a large 
new boiler-shed, and to occupy for some months, temporarily, part of the works 
lately used by Messrs, James Aitkin and Co., Cranstonhill. In the two establish- 
ments together they employ fully 450bands, By-and-bye they will transfer the 
whole of their works to very extensive premises which they are erecting in Pater- 
son-street, close by the Scotland-street works. The principal building bids fair 
to be one of the finest and roomiest engine shops in Glasgow. On another occa- 
sion we may have to say something about these new works, as their erection is 
intimately connected with a most important and useful municipal improvement 
on the South Side, 


Dock ENGINE WorKsS—MEssrs. WM. KING AND Co.—The busi- 
ness Carried on by Messrs. Wm, King and Co, at the Dock Engine Works, Paisley 
Road, close by the old Roseneath Cottage, is somewhat of the same sort as that 
pursued at the two establishments already noticed. [tis much less extensive 
than even Messrs. Howden and Co’s., but it is of more recent origin, as it only 
began shortly after the close of the American war, which was certainly not the 
most promising time to commence a marine engine business, when we consider 
the great extent to which Clyde shipbuilding was stimulated by the war, and the 
check which it received by the waning fortunes of the Confederacy. However, 
Messrs. King and Co. made a start, and their success since has amply justified 
them in taking such a bold step at such atime. Their works are certainly not 
large in the sense that John Elder and Co’s, are larger; still, they are of con- 
siderable extent, and, being new, they have been built with a purpose and with 
a view toextension ina systematic manner. Thechief brauch of business which 
Messrs. King and Co. have hitherto devoted themselves to is the construction of 
marine boilers, which, to a great extent, has resulted from the great jobbing or 
repairing trade which they have, and which is, perhaps, the largest ou the Clyde, 
if we except Barclay, Curie, and Co, The rotation number of the last boiler 
made by Messrs. King and Co. is No. 111. Auother Important feature of the 
Dock Engine Works business is the construction of steam winches, for which a 
considerable reputation has been gained by the firm. No fewer thau seventy 
of these have been made by them, They seem to prefer, however, Lo cultivate 
the purely marine engine department, and to it they are devoting special atten- 
tion, With the engines in hands on the occasion of our visit to the works they 
have made thirty, and of these six pairs have been of the compound type. They 
supplied the engines to the steamer Glengarnock for Messrs. Merry and Cun- 
inghame, and have the engines in hands for the steamer Ardeer for the same 


from 100 to 130 workers. 








SHROPSHIRE INVENTORS AND INVENTIONS, 


The Iron and Steel Institute has this advantage over others, that 
it is a national institution, and its meetings are held alternately in 
London and the provinces, and that it has an opportunity, therefore, 
of collecting and bringing together facts connected with modern im. 
provements and early inventions all over the country. After meet. 
ing in Birmingham on the 29th, and spending that and the two 
following days in visiting the various works there and in South 
Staffordshire, either a portion or the whole of the members will come 


where they will visit these old and famous ironworks and take lunch, 
Coaibrookdale and the immediate district were the seats of iron 
making at very early periods, and few places have done more to 
help forward along the path assigned it this important industry, 
Among important germs which led to great improvements, and which 
originated here, may be mentioned the process of puddling, for which 
the Cranage Brothers took out a patent—a process afterwards im. 
proved upon by Onions, and next by Cort. Also the first iron rails 
cast and brought into use by Richard Reynolds, and the first loco- 
motive, that we know of, constructed by his son William. 

The books of the Coalbrookdale Company show that 6 tons of iron 
rails were cast in the year 1767 by way of experiment. 

**T some years ago,’’ said Mr. Robert Stephenson, “ visited the great iron- 
works at Coalbrookdale, in Shropshire, where cast-iron was indisputably first 
applied to the construction of bridges; and, according to the information I 


have been able to obtain, it was here also that railways of that material were 
first coustructed.”’ 
Down the steep banks that inclose the Dale inclined planes were 
laid with rails of plain oblong pieces of wood, 6 ft. in length, 8 in, 
in width, and 4in. deep. Down these, by means of ropes, in wagons 
that by their superior gravity brought up the empty ones to be re- 
filled, minerals were conveyed for the use of the works. The speed 
upon the inclines was regulated by a brake made to press, not as 
now upon the barrel at the top, but upon the wheels of the descend- 
ing wagons. The man thus regulating their speed was the jigger, 
and the hill leading from Coalbrookdale to Wellington was called 
Jiggers’ Bank. 
Side by side with this medium of conveyance the force of steam 
by means of the steam-engine was becoming developed. Inthe hands 
of Watt it was fast assuming its giant capabilities, although the 
man was not yet forthcoming who, by the union of the two, should 
attain the perfection of modern railways. William Reynolds, who 
succeeded his father as the proprietor of the Madeley Wood and 
Ketley Works, one of the most ingenious men of his time, had in- 
deed predicted it. He was wont to say to the late William Anstice— 
“I may never live to see the time, but thee may, William, when towns will 
be lighted by gas instead of oil and candle, when vessels will be driven without 
sails, and when carriages will travel without horses.’’ 
Mr. Reynolds was, indeed, near verifying his own prediction with 
regard to the latter. He constructed a locomotive wagon, the cylin- 
der and other portions of which are still preserved; but an accident 
happening to one of the men upon starting it, it was abandoned, 
Symington, in 1787, exhibited a model steam carriage in Edinburgh ; 
but when Darwin, in 1793, with equal poetry and prophecy, wrote— 
“Soon shall thy arm, uuconquered steam, afar 

: : Drag the slow barge, or drive the rapid car,”’ 
nothing definite had been accomplished. In 1804, on the railroad 
of Merthyr, a machine, invented by Trevithic, travelled for a short 
time at a slow rate with heavy loads; but it was 1814 before Ste- 
phenson made his first engine for Lord Ravensworth, and in 1825 
before the experiment of locomotion, to any great extent for general 
purposes, was completed. 

A photograph of the old boiler of Mr, Reynolds’ locomotive has 

been taken, in order to be shown to the members, who may not have 
time to see it for themselves, Another photograph has also been 
taken of theinclined plane, This was a very ingenious contrivance, 
by means of which the inequalities of surface were overcome, and 
the old-fashioned locks were dispensed with. In our day, with the 
superior advantages of railways, it is difficult to appreciate the full 
benefit of still-water communication for manufacturing and agri- 
cultural purposes in inland counties like our own. Mr. Reynolds 
commenced his canal for the conveyauce of minerals from Oaken- 
gates and Ketley, in 1788; and shortly after its completion an Act 
of Parliament was obtained for one from Donnington Wood, which, 
forming a junction therewith, proceeded to the high ground above 
Coalbrookdale on the one hand, and Madeley and Coalport on the 
other. The difference of level was 75 ft. in one case and 207 ft. in 
theother, Telford, the eminent engineer, speaking of the difficulties 
to be encountered from the nature of the country, says :— 
** The inequality of the ground, and want of sufficient water, seemed insu- 
perable, aud might, probably, have been so fur ages to come had not Mr. Wm. 
Reynolds, of Ketley, whose character is too well known to need eulogium, dis- 
covered the means of overcoming them. Iaving occasion to improve the me- 
thod of conveying ironstone and coals from the neighbourhood of Oakeugates 
to the works at Ketley, these materials lying generally about the distance of 
about a mile and ahalf from the ironworks, and 73 ft. above this level, he made 
a navigable caual, and instead of descending iu the usual way by locks con- 
trived to bring the canal forward to an abrupt part of the bank, the skirts of 
which terminated on a level with the ironworks. At the top of this bank he 
built a small lock, and from the bottom of the lock, and down the face of the 
bank, he constructed an inclined plane, with a double iron railway. He then 
erected an upright frame of timber, tn which was fixed a large wooden barrel. 
Round the latter a rope was passed that led to a moveable frame, the frame 
being of a size sufficient to receive a canal boat, resting, and preserved in nearly 
a horizontal position by having two large wheels before and two small ones 
behind, and hanging as much in the diameters as the incline plane varied from 
a horizontal plane. This frame being placed in the lock the loaded boat was 
brought to rest upon it. The lock-gates were shut, the water was drawn from 
the lock into a side pond, the boat settled down upon the horizontal wooden 
frame, and as the bottom of the lock was formed with nearly the same declivity 
as the inclined plane, upon the lower gates being opened the frame with the 
boat passed down the iron railway into the lower canal, which had been formed 
on a level with the Keltey Ironworks, being a fall of 75 ft. A double railway 
having been laid upon the incline plane, the loaded boat in passing dowa 
brought up another boat containing a load nearly equal to one-third part of 
that which had passed down. The velocity of the boat was regulated by 4 
brake acting upon a large wheel placed upon the axis, on which the ropes con- 
nected with the carriages were coiled. This contrivance has boon in use up to 
the present time. During Mr. Reynolds’s life a representation of it figured 
upon copper tokens, the one of [ronbridge being upon the opposite or obverse 
side. Old Wilkinson had the interior of a smithy on one side of his, and 4 
vessel upon the other.’”’ 

These old iron kings by such means introduced a quaint symbolism 
of their pursuits, a species of heraldic device emblematic of their 
triumphs, more intelligible than griffins, the wild cats, and crescents 
of old Norman knights. They were the visible manifestations of 4 
new order of things, the signs of a new order of nobility, of a new 
aristocracy among us. We confess we should like much to see a col- 
lection made of these humble copper tokens of the time, with their 
devices, If these men were not leaders of armies, heads of churches, 
founders of ancient houses, or of governing families boasting remote 
ancestries, they were, nevertheless, men of note and of fair repute, 
men who rose to high positions among their fellows, who did much 
to form the mould from which the present takes its shape, and who 
left behind them notable monuments of their doings, Whenever & 
fair balance is struck of the talents, and strict quarterings are takeu 
of the country’s true nobility, these then will have shields awarded 
them, escutchions marked as any in the heraldy of former times, 
and their names will rank with those whom the nation delights to 
honour, A title to a man on the ground of broad acres seems as much 
out of place as respect and honour for those former great owners the 
Megatheriums and Dinotheriums, who divided the land and water 
between them, would be. Wm. Reynolds removed from Ketley to % 
large house formerly occupied by Lord Dundonald, at the Tuokies 
where he continued to superintend the ironworks he had establishe 
at Madeley Wood, familiarly known as Bedlam Furnaces. — 
he invented the inclined plane he had a subterranean canal made 
from the left bank of the Severn to Blisser’s Hill shaft, in — 
take down both the coal from the pit and that which came down t “ 
canal to the wharf at Coalport, This was the famous tar tuuael 
from which mineral tar or petroleum was exported.

I hope you will excuse me for omitting to go into the antecedents of this well 
known and formerly rich mine. I think I shall best carry out your instructions 
by confiniug my remarks to your present workings, and the prospects they seem 
to me to hold out of proving successful. The sett is big enough for all practical 
purposes, being 1700 yards, or nearly a mile, long on therun of the vein. A new 
shaft has been sunk on the easterly part of the sett, to the depth of 67 fms , so 
that the workings here will bein new and untried ground, though on thesame 
vein that proved so rich in the old workings to the west. This shaft was sunk 
57 fms. through millstone grit, that overlies the limestone; and at this point it 
passed through a “ flat,’’ 6 or 7 feet thick, lying between the miilstone grit and 
the limestone. This “‘flat’’ is composed of yellow and darkish clays and sand, 
and it bas been driven upon about 14 fms, west and 9 fms. south from theshaft, 
and though no ore as hitherto been found in it, it is exactly analogous in its 
formation and mineral character to the “ flats ’’ that have proved so productive 
nearer Mold, rearly all of which I have had opportunities of examining. I defy 
any one to distinguish the gangue in this “flat ’’ from that found in the unpro- 
ductive parts of those rich ones referredto. It istrue that like does not always 
produce like in mining, but I think it is a very encouraging indication to work 
upon. I would, therefore, strongly recommend a thorough trial of this * flat,’’ 
and shall be disappointed if you are not rewarded by good discoveries of ore. 

From the * flat’’ to the bottom of the shaft is limestone, with thin layers 
of shale between the beds; at the bottom of the shaft a north and south joint 
was met with, and it was thought advisable to take advantage of this, for easier 
working in, to drive out and intersect the main or Nant lode. This cross-cut 
is now in from the shaft about 3 fathoms, and if the Nant lode keep its regular 
bearing, it should be intersected in 6 or 7 fathoms further south ; I think, how- 
ever, itis very likely you will have further than this to drive before you meet 
it aslodes are often turned out of their regular bearings in hilly districts, 
either by faults cr the formation of the ground. 

I think it was a very judicious course to stop sinking the shaft and commence 
cross-cutting to the lode; the ground in the former is very hard, expensive to 
to sink through, and it would take a very long time to get to any great depth, 
whereas you can sink 20 or 30 fathoms on the lode, when it is cut, at a quarter 
the cost and time that it would take to sink that depth in the shaft. 

My opinion is, that you will have to go some 10 or 15 fathoms deeper before 
the bearing beds of limestone are reached, or before the vein will be productive 
of ore in paying quantities. You are now in the top measures of the mountain 
limestone, and only just under the millstone grit, so that if the vein be found 
poor when intersected, that fact must not discourage you, but you must push 
down to the ore-producing limestone beds below. I think you will meet with 
little or no water in the sump, and the engine can easily keep the water in the 
shaft, so that it will take no great time or cost to prove the lode 20 or 30 
fathoms below your present working. It is, in my opinion, a capital adventure, 
and which the great richness of the lode to the west fully warranted.
